BRADSTKEET'S REPORT. 


Favorable Trade Features—Su- 
gar Lower—Coffee Higher. 


NEW YORK. Aug. 14.—Special tele 
gramB to Bradstreet's this week record a 
oontinnanoe of the favorable features in 
trade circles heretofore noted. The mod- 
«rate increase in east bound trunk line 
1;onnage, backed by heavy lake ship- 
ments and rail around Chicago is signif- 
icant. 


Westbound shipments are also in 
creasing, particulcurly of dry goods from 
New York and Boston. 
The movement 
of general merchandise at over twenty 
leading distributing centers is reported 
to be above the August average in late 
J ears, with a steady improvement noted 
in many instances. 
Stocks of merchan- 
dise at interior points are reported mo(l- 
erate. 


Staple dry goods at eastern markets 
are firm and in good demand. Some 
cotton brands are Jc to ^c higher per 
yard. Raw wool shows signs of weaken- 
ing, after a steady advance during two 
months past. 
Some few concessions 
have been made, and makers' takings 
are light, There are no changes in iron 
or steel. Anthracite coal is 15®25c 
higher, only a portion of which has been 
realize!!. Petroleum is depressed under 
the influence of iucreased new well out 
put and certificates are lower. 


Ftíars of serious effects 
from the 
•dronítíh are stiffening corn prices. 
The 
actual yield of spring wheat appears to 
be in excess of the quantity lately an- 
ticipated. 
Cotton is doing well in Ar- 
ikaDsas, Tennessee and the eastern cot- 
ton belt, except Alabama, where worms 
haue done some damage. In Texás the 
hot weather continues and has caused 
-shedding. 


Bain is still needed in some sections of 
the western tobacco region. 
Sugar is 
again lower in price, owing to heavy 
supplies in sight. 
Higher prices for 
coffee in Europe strengthened spot, but 
Bradstreet's Bio correspondent reports a 
larger crop there than last year. 


STRIKERS SUCCESSFUL,. 


The Cigar Bosses Capitulate to 
Their Eniplores. 


NBW YOBK, Aug. 14.—The cigar man- 
nfacturers have surrendered to their old 
employes, who were ordered out of the 
shops because they refused to join the 
Knights of Labor. The men go back as 
union men, and presently will all be 
members of the Internatioual Cigarmak- 
örs union.

Judge Coft'i oth'ö Nomination. 


LAFATETTB, Aug. 14.—The nomina- 
tion of Hon. J. B. Coffroth for judge oE 
the supreme court was received here 
witb much satisfaction. The universal 
opinion is that no better selection could 
have been made. The republican press 
here has especially been complime»>tary, 
and predicts an enormous vote from this 
county for our distinguished fellow-citi- 
isen. On the day of the nomination 
Judge Goflroth attained the fifty-eighth 
year of his age, and it came in the way 
of il birthday present. While the citi- 
zens univemally deplore Judge Coffroth's 
removal from Lafayette, in the eveLt of 
his election, they behold with pride his 
well merited elevation and honor paid 
htm by the Indiana democracy. 


At 10 o'clock this morning the court 
house bell disturbed the silence and con- 
vened the special superior court. Judge 
Sinclair was on the bench and iv a few 
moments the room was crowded. Dr. 
J. W. Younge walked into court attired 
in a neat, close fitting cream colored 
suit. He seated himself in the revolving 
witness chair and handed a huge pack- 
age of letters to his attorney, Mr. W. S. 
Oppenheim. Near him sat Gapt. James

Worse Than Sneak Thieves. 
A band of confidence operators has 
been let loose in this vicinity to prey up- 
on and annoy 
our housekeepers 
The band is composed of women, al 
though employed and directed by an 
agent of the other sex, and their method 
of procedure, as explained by several 
ladies who have been victimized, is as 
follows: Obtaining access to the kitch- 
en, they introduce the subject of baking 
powders, inquiring the kind used in the 
family. 
Being shown the can, perhaps 
a fresh full one, they volunteer to "test 
it to ascertain its qualities. Their "test" 
consists in placing the can on a hot 
stove or over a lamp or gas jet, or in 
mixing the baking powder with water 
both hot and cold. If the baking pow- 
der is good for anything the heat will 
of course, expel the gas, which, being 
amoniacal, or carbonic, is apparent to 
the sense of smell. 
The claim is then 
made that this odor indicates something 
detrimental, although, as a matter of 
fact, a baking powder that would give 
off no gas when subjected to heat would 
be without leavening power and value- 
less. They will also mix the baking 
powder given them with water. If pure 
it eflerverces quickly. The baking pow- 
der they peddle being similarly mixed 
foams up slowly. This they claim as 
evidence of superiority, whereas, it is 
the exhibition of a trick only, as this 
efiect is caused by the presence of flour 
in the baking powder they are peddling. 
Of course the object of these fraudulent 
tricks is to destroy confidence in all oth- 
er kinds of baking powder and to sell the 
particular brand for which the women 
are traveling. 


Were this the whole of the operation, 
housekeepers would not often be deceiv- 
ed. Evory intelligent person knows that 
baking powder is not made to be used 
in this way, but in cooking where its ac- 
tion is entirely difTerent from that pro 
duced by dry heat or by mixture with 
water alone. 
The chief object of this 
juggelry is to dectroy the baking powder 
given'for testing; or bie heating it to 
drive off its leavening gasses, and so 
weaken it that when used it will fail to 
work. At the next baking there is heavy 
food, of course, and the "tramp" prob- 
ably gets the credit of having told the 
housekeeper a valuable fact, instead of 
having spoiled her baking powder, as 
was actually the case. 
The average 
"tramp" will in this way destroy from 
fiity to seventy-five pounds of baking 
powder a day. 


A second method of spoiling for use 
the baking powder in a kitchen where 
they are not permitted to experiment 
with it, is by dexteriously throwing in 
the can a small quantity of salt, soila or 
powdered lime. 
Again, should there 
chance to be no baking powder in the 
house the opeiators will produce, of the 
kind used by the family, a sample that 
has been purposely adulterated or "doc- 
tored" to make such an exhibit as they 
desire under the so called test. 


The only way to protect our food from 
being contaminated by tramps of this 
kind is to turn all persons who wish or 
attempt to tamper with it unceremoni- 
ously from the door, and to use those 
articles, only, which 
experience has 
proved satisfactory, or the official tests 
have established as pure and whole- 
some.

WASHINGTON. 


General Sedfrwick Special Envoy 
to Mexico—Senator Mc- 
Donald. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The state de- 
partment has appointed General Arthur 
Sedgwick, of New York, to act in the 
capacity of special envoy to the City of 
Mexico, for the purpose of consulting 
with the attorney general of that repub- 
lic on the laws concerning the case of 
Cutting. 
General Sedgwick was to 
day given instructions, duplicates of 
which were sent to the United States 
minister. General Jackson. 


It was supposed by dispatches that 
Ex-Senator McDona d had been called 
here for the purpose of being consulted 
and tendered the position. 
This, how- 
ever, proved to be untrue, as Ex-Sena- 
tor McDonald was called upon private 
business by members of his law firm. 
General Sedgwick will in a probability 
reach the City of Mexico by next Fri- 
day. 


It will doubtless take twenty days be- 
fore the consultation can be concluded. 
After this is finished he will return to the 
United States and make his report to 
the state department. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Gen. Wm. B. 
Hazen, chief signal officer, left Wash- 
ington last night on an inspection tour. 
He will go as far west as California and 
return by way of the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma. 


The president is using his best efforts 
towards clearing up the work on his desk 
so as to be able to leave Washington 
early next week for a holiday in the Adi- 
rondacks. He will leave Monday if pos- 
sible. 


It is understood the mission of Gen- 
eral Sedgwick to Paso Del Norte and 
Chihuahua is not in any sense of a 
diplomatic nature, b\it is undertaken at 
the request of the secretary of state for 
the purpose of examining into the facts 
and legal features of the Cutting case. 


Acting-Secretary Fairchilds said to- 
day that no policy had been determined 
on by the department in regard to the 
future calls for bonds. Future calls will 
be determined solely by the state of 
finances. Mr. Fairchild denied in most 
positive terms the published statement, 
that he and Treasurer Jordan were at 
variance on the subject of bond calls and 
said the recent call was made after the 
conference with Mr. Jordan and his en- 
tire concurrence. 


A Boy Smothered to Oeatli. 


LAFAYETTE, Aug. 14.—A little after 
noon yesterday, Orrin Mustard, twelve 
years old, son of J. E. Mustard, was 
smothered to death in the wheat elevator 
of Finney & McCaidle, at West Point.

when the exertion ceases the person 
wearing woolen is certain to experience 
less discomfort, and is much less likely 
to take cold.

Journal of that city, enjoyed a little 
dynamite jjicnic of their own, on the 
meadow just beyond the IMarine Hos- 
pital, whither an expressman conveyed 
a massive block of stone weighing 
about 500 pounds 
and a three-foot 
boiler of oOO pounds weight. 
On the 
scene, Captain Sihaack produced a 
half-pound 
cartridge of dyuamite, 
which was tenderly placed on the 
ground. 
Over this the boiler was 
placed, b'>tt?m up, and upon this the 
stone. 
The cartridge was fitted with a 
five-minute fuse. 
A call for volunteer 
grenadiers was made, and Detective 
Schuttler stepped forward. 
The rest 
of the party circurnspoctly retired, and 
as Schuttlçr viewed them safelj^ afar, 
he struck the match across his trousers 
and touched the liaine to tlie business 
end of the fuse. 
I^'ive minutes were 
slowly counted away oti the Cajitaiu's 
gold watch, and ir.st as the hand 
started on the sixth minute a report 
like the discharge of a biittory of siege- 
guns smote the air. 
A sudden confu- 
sion of things was witnessod about the 
boiler, and the big stone was seen to 
rise ma-estically toward the evening 
skies, and soar away into space. 
Tlio 
spectators waited a few ininnto.s for the 
rock to descend, but, as it failed to put 
in an appearance, they ai)proached the 
spot.

If any horse, cattlc, swine, sheep, 
goat or geese, be found running at large, or 
henling upon any unclosed lols or lands, 
Sti-eets or alleys, within the corporate limits 
of said city, it shall be the duty of the pound- 
in;ister to take the same into his custody and 
to impound the same. They shall not be re- 
leased therefrom until the owner or person 
entitled to the possession thereof, shal pay the 
poundmaster the sum of one dollar, together 
with flftv cents per day for every day such 
animal shall be kept by the poundmaster. 
And in each case, the person entitled to the 
possession of such animal, shall not, within 
Ave days from the time of so taking into cus- 
tody, pay the aforesaid charges, and take it 
away, it shall be the duty of the poundmaster 
to sell the same at public auction by giving 
ten davs notice of such sale, by posting the 
same up in at least three of the most public 
places in said city; audit shall also he 
the 
duty of such poundmaster to give at least ttve 
days notice of such sale, in wriiing, to the 
owner of such animal, when known, but if 
such animal shall be redeemed by paying the 
poundmaster said fees and expenses for such 
taking up and impounding at any time betöre 
they are sold, the same shall be released by 
the poundmaster.

erate. 


Staple dry goods at eastern markets

Worse Than Sneak Thieves. 
A band of confidence operators has 


been let loose in this vicinity to prey np- 
on and 
annoy 
our 
housekeepers. 


The band is composed of women, al- 
though employed and directed by an 
agent of the other sex, and their method 
of procedure, as explained by several 
ladies who have been victimized, is fts 
follows: Obtaining access to the kitch- 
en, they introduce tho subject of baking 
powdere, inquiring the kind used in the 
family. 
Being shown the can, perhaps 


a fresh full one, they volunteer to "test" 
it to ascertain its qualities. Their "test" 
consists iu placing the can on a hot 
stove or over, a lamp or gas jet, or in 
mixing the baking powder with water 
both hot and cold. If the baking pow- 
der ii good for anything the heat will, 
of course, expel the gaa, which, being 
amoniacal, or carbonic, is apparent to 
tho sense of smell. The claim is then 
made that this odor indicates something 
detrimental, although, as a matter of 
fact, a baking powder that would give 
off 110 gas when'subjected to heat would 
be without leavening power and value- 
less. They will also mix the baking 
powder given them with water. If pure 
it eftervercea quickly. The baking pow- 
der they peddle being similarly mixed 
foams up slowly. This they claim 09 
evidence of superiority, whereas, it is 
the exhibition of a trick only, aa this 
effect is caused by tho presence of flour 
in the baking powder they are peddling. 
Of course the object of these fraudulent 
tricks is to destroy confidence in all oth- 
er kinds of baking powder and to selltho 
particular brand for which the women 
are traveling. 


Were this the whole of tho operation, 


housekeepers would not often be deceiv- 
ed. Every intelligent person knows that 
baking pow.:er is not made to be nsed 
in this way, but in cooking where its ac- 
tion is entirely different from that pro- 
duced by dry heat or by mixture with 
water alone. 
The chief object of this 


juggelry is to dec troy the baking powder 
given'for testing; or be heating it to 
drive off its leavening gasses, and so 
weaken it that when used it will fail to 
work. At tho next baking there is heavy 
food, of course, and the "tramp" prob- 
ably gets the credit of having told the 
housekeeper a valuable fact, instead of 
having spoiled her baking powder, as 
was actually the case. 
The average 


"tramp" will iu this way destroy from 
fifty to seventy-five pounds of baking 
powder a day. 


A second method of spoiling for use 


the baking powder in a kitchen where 
they are not permitted to experiment 
with it, is by dexteriously throwing in 
the can a small quantity of salt, soJa or 
powdered lime. 
Again, should there 


chance to bo no baking powder in the 
honfiO the opeialors will produce, of the 
kind used by the family, a sample that 
has been purposely adulterated or "doc- 
tored" to make such an exhibit as they 
desire under the so called test. 


The only way to protect our food from 


being contaminated by tramps of this 
kind is to turn all persons who wish or 
attempt to tamper with it unceremoni- 
ously from the door, and to nse those 
articles, only, which 
experience has 


proved satisfactory, or tho official tests 
have established as pure and whole- 
some.
